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Proposed -Southold Hotel Sparks Debate

Developers billed a proposed 44-room hotel and 74- 
seat restaurant as a way to create jobs and economic 
growth during a recent Southold Town Zoning Board 
of Appeals hearing, while some residents criticized it as 
out of character with the community. 

The architect, attorney and others involved in Jona- 
than Tibett’s proposed Enclaves Hotel and Restaurant 
are seeking a special exception use permit from the 
board. The hearing on Thursday, October 14, went on 
more than three hours before a crowded room with 
about 80 also watching virtually via Zoom. 

The proposed hotel and restaurant would replace 
the former Hedges bed and breakfast on the north 
side of Main Road in Southold, near Town Harbor 
Lane. The Enclaves is an as-of-right-development, 
a permitted use that does not require variances, 
but hotels and restaurants also require special. use 
exceptions. 

David Altman, an attorney in Melville representing 
the project, said it conforms with bulk, set-back and 
other building requirements under the zoning code. 

“That's rather important,” Altman said, noting it 
would be on a 6.75-acre site with a setback 84% greater 
than required and more landscaping than needed. 
“Those are certain elements that the applicant has care- 
fully and thoughtfully added to the project. We are less 
than half of what otherwise would be permissible.” 

He said the property, which includes four cottages, 
would host no outdoor events or outdoor amplified mu- 
sic and would have an on-site sewage treatment plant. 
“This project applies to all applicable zoning codes,” said 
architect Andrew V. Giambertone of the Huntington- 
based firm Andrew V. Giambertone and Associates. 

The project had undergone a 3.5-year-long review 
under the State Environmental Quality Review Act 
with more than 300 comments before the board issued 


a 53-page positive finding, which mean there is the po- 
tential for adverse impacts. 

In response to feedback, a wooden fence was added 
for visual and noise mitigation and fish were eliminated 
from a proposed pond that would now be purely deco- 
rative. 

Still, some residents said the original traffic study, 
showing little impact, was outdated, because it was 
done in 2018 before the pandemic, but the developers 
pointed to a follow-up study in August of 2020 confirm- 
ing earlier findings. 

East Marion resident Anne Murray called the proj- 
ect, which already prompted a petition in opposition, 
an “example of the Hamptons creep” including traffic. 

“Is this really what we want Southold to become?” 
she asked. “Respect the rural character of our commu- 
nity before it’s too late.” 

She said she believed the project clashed with a com- 
prehensive plan for Southold and was “out of character 
with the town.” Joe Finora, a resident of the Hobart 
Road community, said he was “troubled” by the plans. 
“This is a unique neighborhood,” he said, “One of the 
few with growing, young families.” 

Paul Romanelli, a Cutchogue resident and owner of 
Suffolk Security Systems in Southold, however, said the 
hotel would boost the local economy and not clash with 
its character. 

“There’s a need for more hotel space in this town. I 
have yet to find a traffic study, presented on final analy- 
sis, that was wrong,” Romanelli said. “This project is ex- 
actly in the area where it should be and it is hidden. You 
won't see this hotel from the street. That’s important for 
everyone to realize.” 

He pointed to Einstein Square at the former Roth- 
man’s Department Store in Southold, where Tibbet was 
the developer, as a sign that commerce can mix with 
and be part of acommunity. While some residents wor- 
ried about a 250-person event space, developers said

hotels routinely have some space for events. 

“There’s a track record here of improvement to our 
downtown that I think is critical to the analysis of this,” 
Romanelli said. “These types of projects help our areas 


not just with jobs, but helping our businesses grow.”

Others said commercial development is changing the 


region including coffee shops, restaurants, bars, furni- 


ture stores and a grocery store. Some talked about tour- 
ists, which others described as “transients.” 

In an online chat during the hearing, Southold 
resident John Fischetti expressed concerns over a 


proposed shuttle to Founders Landing Park, which 


some suggested that could be included to give 
concessions. 

Southold resident Angelina McKenna said wae is 
good for guests may not be good for residents, suggest- 
ing the project would “negatively impact our charming 
and historical community.” 

“This is a town which prides itself on its heritage and 
strong sense of community,” she said. “The surround- 
ing area will be greatly affected by noise pollution and 
an invasion of transient people.” 

Zoning Board chairperson Leslie Kanes Weisman 
said no decision would be made at the hearing, which 
would remain open for three weeks for comments from 


_ the public and applicant before closing on November 4. 


The board then has 52 days to issue a decision. 

“We anticipate that we're going to do it much sooner 
than that,” she said. “That’s the maximum amount of 
time.” 


Two Buildings Demoed to Make Way for Riverhead Town Square

The demolition of the two long blighted buildings 
across Main Street from the Suffolk Theater, includ- 
ing the former home to Sweezy’s Furniture store 
that sat empty since the store closed in 2003, was 


a welcome moment, government officials said, as == 


it will pave the way for what they hope will be the 
historic revitalization of Downtown Riverhead. The 
Sweezy’s building at 117 East Main Street was a par- 
ticular eyesore as it fell into a state of disrepair. 

“Once completed, this project will greatly improve 
and enhance the quality of life for residents and 
businesses alike,” New York State Senator Anthony 
Palumbo said in a statement. 

The demolition of the buildings at 117 and 121 East

Main Street was the first step in the actual creation 
of the public gathering space and reorienting the pe- 
destrian focus from Main Street to the Peconic Riv- 
erwalk, a statement from Supervisor Yvette Aguiar’s 
office explained. Plans for the building at 127 East 
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Main Street include extensive renovation, through a 
private sector partnership, the supervisor said. 

Some existing parking will be used toward the 
public gathering space. Splash fountains and a 
themed children’s playground are also planned. 

Empire State Development Chief Operating Of- 
ficer and Executive Deputy Commissioner Kevin 
Younis said the Town Square will be “a vibrant new 
gathering space for Riverhead families that will be a 
boon for business growth and job creation, deliver- 
ing on the State’s priority to strengthen New York’s 
economy and support businesses and working 
families.” 

“T want to commend the entire Town Board, as 
well as the Community Development Department, 
Engineering Department and Law Department staff, 
for their commitment and efforts to take significant 
actions since 2020 to move the redevelopment of 
Downtown Riverhead forward,” Town Supervisor 
Yvette Aguiar said in a statement.

The men plan to fight the charges in East 
Hampton Town Justice Court, arguing that 
New York State’s highest court erred when it 
declined to hear the town’s bid to overturn a 
ruling that Truck Beach is private property, 
according to Dan Rodgers, a Southampton- 
based attorney who represents a group of 
commercial fishermen impacted by the 
decision. 

“Homeowners who claim to have won a 
victory by court determination that they ‘own 
the beach’ have held out a threat that if the 
town were to condemn the beach they own, 
East Hampton residents could be liable to 
these homeowners for hundreds of millions 
of dollars,” Rodgers said. “If the homeown- 
ers wish the fishermen to go away, they can 
compensate us in an equal amount. ... Once 
they write they check, they should reach out 
and we can tell them where to send it.” 

The state Court of Appeals denied last 
month the town’s motion to hear an appeal 
of a lawsuit the town lost when an earlier ap- 
peals ruling that found the public is not al- 
lowed to drive on and fish from the beach in 
front of a group of oceanfront property own- 
ers’ homes. The town has said that it plans to 
explore condemning the 4,000 foot stretch of 
beach west of Hither Hills State Park under 
eminent domain, the legal process in which 

- the government can seize land for public use. 

The 14 men, many, if not all of whom are 
commercial fishermen, will face the charges 
at a date yet to be determined.

After 27 years in East Hampton Village, Babette’s 
served its last meal on Sunday, October 17. 

Barbara Layton, the restaurant's founder and owner, 
announced the closure of the eatery at 66 Newtown 
Lane in an ad taken out in a local newspaper. 

“My love and admiration for East Hampton is un- 
bounded and I am excited to see the unfolding of our 
next adventure — as individuals and together. We are a 
community of vision. We are a community of strength 
and love,” she wrote. “We are a community of courage 
and wisdom. We are committed to inspiring one an- 
other to always be better as we honor those who came 
before us, creating this heavenly place we call home — 


East Hampton.” 


The restaurant led the charge in organic, clean eat- 
ing, when it opened in 1995. The menu, which featured 
non-GMO whole foods, was a favorite to many, even 


celebrities, including Paul McCartney, Steven Spielberg 
_and President Bill Clinton, who is always sure to stop in 


during his regular summer rental trips. 

In fact, before Layton even had met Clinton, she was 
a supporter. She hung a petition outside the restaurant 
door calling for the Kenneth Starr investigation into 
the president to end. She wound up with close to 8,000 
signatures, she told The Independent in 2018. A patron, 
who happened to be a major donor to the Clinton cam- 
paign, later asked if he could take the petition to the 
president. Clinton sent her a letter and then paid her a 
Visit. 

Babette’s became a gathering spot for political con- 
versations, on a local and national level.

“With all my heart, no words can express the love and 
gratitude I feel for the brilliant, courageous. Babette’s 
staff, past and present, who worked tirelessly making 
work fun and real, never dull, and always full of sweet 
surprises,” she wrote. “And to the loyal patronage of 
our guests for over two decades, sharing their lives and 
their families, with many becoming good friends. .To- 


‘gether we co-created a space of real food, real conversa- 


tion, real connection, laughter, love and inspiration.” 

The restaurant name was inspired by “the enchant- 
ing and bewitching film Babette’s Feast whereby one 
woman awakens an entire village to life, preparing and 
serving a feast of sensual foods and wines,” the website 
explains. “Welcome to Babette’s. The restaurant of pos- 
sibility.” 

Layton’s advice is to take risks and “never, never 
underestimate the power of a dream and the power of 
intention,” she said in the ad. 

She also gave thanks for her late husband, co-creator 
and chef Daniel VanDerBeek, who died in 2011. Their 
son, Zach, also a chef, spearheaded the opening of Ba- 
bette’s in Newport Beach, California, which closed dur- 
ing the pandemic. 

As for the prime piece of commercial real estate on 
Newtown Lane, which Layton does not own: What 
will replace Babette’s? Hal Zwick of Compass Com- 
mercial says, “Yes, something is taking over the space, 
but we will allow the new entity to make their own 
announcement.” 


Colorado Murder

A suspect wanted for killing his 29-year-old wife 
in Colorado was apprehended in Sag Harbor, New 
York State police said.

on October 4 from the North Plainfield, New Jersey

Springs, who was reported missing by a relative in 
the Garden State, may be at the Sag Harbor Inn, but 
officers instead found her 31-year-old husband, Wil- 
liam Cruz, alone at the inn, authorities said.

The husband was taken to Brunswick Hall Psy- 
chiatric Hospital in Amityville, where he was ar- 
rested on.a charge of being a fugitive from justice, 
court records show. He has an arrest warrant out of 
District County Court in El Paso County, Colorado 
for a charge of first-degree murder. 

Investigators determined Masany Cruz had not 
been heard from since September 14. Her husband 
left Colorado the next day and arrived on Long Is- 
land four days later, police said. 

Suffolk County Judge Alonzo Jacobs ordered the 
suspect held without bail pending an extradition 
hearing scheduled for October 27.

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Windmil

hippy’s Pumpernickels 

is on Windmill Lane 
in downtown Southamp- 
ton. The Rogers Memorial 
Library is on Windmill Lane. 
The Southampton Village Police 
Department is on Windmill Lane. The 
La Carezza Spa is on Windmill Lane. 
But one thing that is not on Windmill 
Lane is a windmill. 

There used to be a windmill there. 
But it got moved away. It’s embarrass- 
ing that there’s no windmill on Wind- 
mill Lane because there is no other 
windmill anywhere in that village. 
Meanwhile, East Hampton Village has 
four windmills. 

There are 11 windmills sprinkled 
throughout the Hamptons. And these 
11 windmills constitute the largest 
collection of windmills in the entire 
United States. 

Southampton should have a wind- 
mill. 

This was the essence of what South- 
ampton Mayor Jesse Warren referred 
to back in December 2020. He wants a 

- particular windmill, the one that used 
to be on Windmill Lane that is now in 
Shinnecock Hills. The story goes that 
a resident of Shinnecock Hills stole it. 
Or something. 

“Village residents, largely, would 
like to see the windmill move back 
here,” Warren told Dan’s Papers in 
January. “(It) seems to be falling apart 
and we'd be willing to not only move 
it, but help restore it through grant 
money and things like that.” 

He said he envisions it at the tri- 
angle where Nugent Street dead-ends 
into Windmill Lane in front of the 
library. That’s where it was. That’s 
where it belongs. 

Many people say that the windmill 
is in terrible physical condition where 
it currently sits high on that hill in 
Shinnecock. Its blades were destroyed 
in a storm. Its shingles are worn. If 
things aren’t done to fix it up, 30 years 
from now, it will deteriorate and fall 
apart into ruin. What a shame. 


The village’s windmill 
committee appealed to the 


the windmill moved back 
to where it was originally 
built because it’s a village 
treasure. There, he and his 
village board will restore it to 
tip-top shape. Porter Bibb, a promi- 
nent local citizen, is a member of this 
committee. 

Warren’s. announcement initially 
seemed to catch its current owner — 
Southampton College — flat-footed. 
At first they said they didn’t steal it, 
they inherited it. They are right about 
that. 

Originally built in 1713 for a farmer 
downtown, it had fallen into disrepair. 
So, in 1890, a Mrs. Hoyt bought it and 
saved it by moving it to the top of a hill 
she owned in Shinnecock. Six years 
later, she sold this property to New 
York millionaire Arthur B. Claflin who 
built a grand summer mansion just 
adjacent to the windmill. Delighted 
with the mill, he turned it into a play- 
house for his daughter Beatrice. 

In 1946, the property became the 
Tucker Mill Inn. The innkeepets made 
the interior of the windmill into an 
apartment for guests. In 1957, Tennes- 
see Williams, the playwright, stayed 
at the inn and wrote a play, a tribute, 
actually, to the late painter Jackson 
Pollock, who had been killed in a car 
crash in East Hampton the year be- 
fore. He titled it The Day on Which a 
Man Dies. 

Then in 1963, the inn was sold to 
Long Island University to become 
their Southampton campus, and then 
that was re-sold in 2006 to become 
Stony Brook University Southampton, 
which is what it is today. 

“The windmill is beloved by the hun- 
dreds of students, faculty and admin- 


istrators from Long Island University © 


through Stony Brook University, who 
rightly associate the windmill with the 
very identity of the campus,” Laurent 
Sheprow, a Stony Brook University 
media relations officer, told The East 
Hampton Star.

So the lines are 
drawn. It’s going to be 
a 10-paces-at-dawn 


shootout or something. 
Or maybe not. Perhaps 
it will be Don Quixote 
and Sancho Panza, tilt- 
ing at the windmill. 

What’s interesting 
about all of this is the 
fact that these 11 wood- 
shingled windmills, 
called “smock” mills, 
were, during the late 
18th and early 19th cen- 
turies, freely sold from 
one farmer to another 
as farm implements, 
like saws or spades. 

The first smock mills 


built in 1795, to replace 

what had been in prior use — a hollow 
wooden post mill. Both turned grain 
into flour. But the newer ones had 
these wooden coverings that looked 
like smocks. Because post-mills could 
be dismantled and easily moved, the 
farmers just continued the tradition, 
but by using the smock mills. And so 
today, many windmills are named for 
places where they no longer sit. Panti- 
go Mill, for example, is not in Pantigo, 
it is in East Hampton. The Hayground 
Mill is no longer in Hayground; it is on 
Windmill Lane in East Hampton. 

Maybe the village should just have 
asked the college to sell them their 
windmill. The thing is, today, they are 
no longer farm implements. Because 
coal-fired steam engines were used to 
power grain grinding in the 1820s, no 
more windmills got built. Now they 
are just priceless antiques. So war was 
declared. 

Which has turned out to be a very 
short war. _ 

Just two weeks after Mayor Warren 
announced his battle plans, the New 
York State assemblyman from our 
district, Fred Thiele Jr., announced 
that the State would grant $500,000 
to Stony Brook University to repair 
and restore the Shinnecock Windmill

“The Stony Brook University cam-

pus community is proud to be the 


caretaker of the windmill, a cherished 
historical icon that has existed in its 
current location for over a century,” 
Stony Brook University President 
Maurie McInnis said in a statement. 
“We join with the East End commu- 
nity in thanking Assemblyman Thiele 
for securing (this) funding.” 

So, what is Mayor Warren to do? 
Well, he really can move forward 
with putting a windmill on Windmill 
Lane, just not this one. He can use 
the Southampton Village funds set 
aside for this to instead build an exact 
replica of the mill, as originally built, 
without the kitchenette, storage room 
and bedroom that has transformed its 
interior. 

Or he can send a forklift truck out 
late at night. Each of the remaining 10 
mills, in keeping with their tradition 
of being moved from here to there, 
are just set on cornerstones. They are 
not attached. All the mayor has to do 
is have his forklift drive to one of the 
mills on a moonless night, slide the 
forklift’s blades underneath, lift it up 
and haul it away. Here today, gone to- 
morrow. Surprise!

Top Town Jobs on Ballots This Election 


East End voters will decide a pair 
of pivotal town supervisor races that 
are among dozens of local offices on 
ballots in the Hamptons and on the 
North Fork in this fall’s elections. 

Democratic East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc has two 
challengers: Republican hospital- 
ity business owner Kenneth Walles 
and Jeffrey Bragman, a town council 
member running on the Indepen- 
dence Party line. Republican River- 
head Town Supervisor Yvette Aguiar 
is seeking a second term against Cath- 
erine Kent, the lone Democrat on the 
town board. Southampton and Shelter 
Island town supervisors are running 
unopposed, but there are races in all 
five East End towns for town council, 
trustee, justice, clerk, assessor and 
highway superintendent seats. 

Also up this election cycle are the 
Suffolk County district attorney, sher- 
iff and all 18 county legislative seats. 
Local judicial races will also be on 
ballots, but local Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders largely cross-endorse 
each other’s candidates in these races 
well before the elections, leaving vot- 
ers no real choice other than a long- 
shot write-in candidate. 


EAST HAMPTON TOWN 

Van Scoyoc is seeking his third two- 
year term amid ongoing debates over 
hot-button issues, including the fu- 
ture of the East Hampton Airport, the 
proposed offshore South Fork wind 
farm and the coronavirus pandemic’s 
impact on the region. 

“I believe that my record is the 
strongest of any candidate, whether 
it be bringing renewable energy to 
the town to deal with climate change, 
or coastal erosion issues, water qual- 
ity improvements, affordable hous- 
ing, dealing with the airport — all of 
the pressing issues of our town,” Van. 
Scoyoc said. 

Walles touted his business experi- 
ence as president of East Coast Man- 
agement, a hospitality business, with 
decades in the hotel industry. 

“I have the organizational skills,” 
he said, “I think the town needs a re- 
vamping overall. Identify the people 
in those positions that make an im- 
pact, not just a political appointee 
with no experience, to see what their 
qualifications are.” 

Bragman said he’s concerned about

the community’s future as the cost of 
living forces out residents. 

“I get the most satisfaction when 
local government helps make lives 
better,” he said. “Working on afford- 
able housing, slowing traffic, planning 
for sea level rise, limiting the impacts 
of aircraft, embracing renewable en- 
ergy, grappling with issues small and 
large helps to sustain the community 
I cherish.” 

The supervisor's race is one of seven 
in the town, although four of the seats 
are uncontested. Running unopposed 
are East Hampton Town Clerk Carole 
Brennan, East Hampton Town Su- 
perintendent of Highways Stephen 
Lynch, East Hampton Town Justice 
Steven Tekulsky and East Hampton 
Town Assessor Eugene DePasquale. 

Two town council seats are on bal- 
lots this cycle. One is the seat Brag- 
man is forgoing in his bid for the 
supervisor’s post, and the other is 
Democrat Kathee Burke-Gonzalez 
seeking her third four-year term. Her 
running mate is Cate Rogers, a long- 
time former Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) member. Republicans vying for 
the two council positions are George 
Aman, a retired former East Hampton 
school board president, and Joseph 
Karpinski, an Amagansett Fire De- 
partment volunteer. Also running on 
the Independence line is John Whel- 
an, who chairs the ZBA. 

In the most competitive race, 17

candidates are running for East 
Hampton Town Trustee, the nine- 
member panel that oversees harbors, 
bays and beaches. Seeking re-election 
on the Democratic line are Clerk 
Francis Bock, Deputy Clerk William 
Taylor, Deputy Clerk James Grimes, 
John Aldred, Susan McGraw-Keber, 
Michael Martinsen, Timothy Garneau 
and Benjamin Dollinger. Incumbent 
Rick Drew is running on the Indepen- 
dence line after Democrats nominated 
David Cataletto for the ninth seat on 
the board. The local Republican and 
Conservative parties are running 
Reginald Cornelia, Lona Ruben- 
stein, Alfred Schaffer, Deborah Ann 


‘Schwartz, David Talmage, Manuel Vi- 


lar Jr. and Willy Wolter. Grimes was 


-cross-endorsed. 


RIVERHEAD TOWN 

Aguiar, a former New York City po- 
lice detective sergeant who’s the first 
Latina elected as town supervisor on 
Long Island, is seeking her second 
two-year term leading the gateway to 
the North Fork. 

Her Democratic opponent Kent, a 
retired teacher, is forgoing re-election 
to her council seat to challenge Agu- 
iar. Although the two often butt heads 
at board meetings, each has worked to 
revitalize downtown Riverhead, most 
recently by shepherding the demoli- 
tion of two buildings to advance the 
creation of a Town Square that will

open the Peconic Riverfront to Main 
Street. The two part ways on whether 
recently legalized recreational mari- 
juana sales should be allowed in the 
town and the future of the former U.S. 
Navy property known as the Enter- 
prise Park at Calverton (EPCAL). 

“I want to see good things happen in 
Riverhead,” said Kent. “We need to be 
listening to the residents.” 

On the marijuana issue, Aguiar sup- 
ported a proposal to opt out of allow- 
ing marijuana sales — legislation that 
did not pass, with Kent voting against. 
Kent has also run out of patience with 
Triple Five Group in contract to buy 
the EPCAL property, but Aguiar is 
taking a wait-and-see approach. Agu- 
iar could not be reached for comment. 

“My background in management at 
various institutions, both in the pri- 
vate and public sectors, and my higher 
educational background in teaching 
management, along with my supervi- 
sory law enforcement experience, has 
served me well,” Aguiar said after the 
GOP nominated her in February for 
re-election. 

There are also four other contested 
races in the town. Republican Riv- 
erhead Town Councilman Kenneth 
Rothwell is the lone incumbent run- 
ning for re-election this cycle. Vot- 
ers will also choose who will fill the 
seat Kent is vacating. The three other 
candidates are Republican Riverhead 
Chamber of Commerce President 
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Robert Kern and Democrats Evelyn 
Hobson-Womack, a retired Riverhead 
police detective, and Juan Micieli- 
Martinez, a local winemaker. 

Two of the three members of the 
Riverhead Board of Assessment Re- 
view (BAR) are also up for re-election. 
BAR Chair Laverne Tennenbern, a 
_ Republican, is seeking re-election 
‘against Democrat Tara Taylor , a for- 
mer rape crisis counselor, and GOP 
BAR member Dana Brown is running 
against Ellen Hoil, an attorney. 

Two candidates are vying to re- 
~ place retiring longtime Democrat 
Riverhead Superintendent of High- 
ways George Woodson: Republican 
Michael Zaleski, the deputy highway 
superintendent, and Democrat Wil- 
liam Renten Jr., a heavy equipment 
operator in the highway department.

Democratic Southampton. Town 
Supervisor Jay Schneiderman is 
running unopposed at the top of the 
ticket, as is Southampton Town Clerk 
Sundy Schermeyer, who’s cross-en- 
dorsed, but voters have a choice in the 
town’s other four races. 

Southampton Superintendent of 
Highways Alex Gregor, an Indepen- 
dence Party member, is also not run- 
ning for re-election.

Two town justice seats are on bal- 
lots, but only one of the two incum- 
bents up this cycle is running for re- 
election: Republican Barbara Wilson. 
Also running are Republican Patrick 
Gunn, a former Suffolk prosecutor, 
and Democrats Adam Grossman, a 
former Riverhead town prosecutor, 
and Shari Oster, a longtime attorney.

- ille, who is retiring. Voters will pick 


either Democrat Candace Hall, an in- 
surance broker, or Republican Denis 
Noncarrow, the government liaison 
officer for the town’s economic devel- 
opment committee. 

Republican Southold Superinten- 
dent of Highways is also not seek- 
ing re-election. Running for the job 
are Democrat Daniel Goodwin, who 
works for an environmental services 
company, and Republican Donald 
Grim, who owns a tow truck company. 

Running unopposed for the town 
Board of Assessors are Republicans 
Charles Sanders and Kevin Webster, 
who chairs the board. Republican 
Southold Town Justice Eileen Powers 
has no challenger, neither does Louisa 
Evans, a member of the town board 
who is running for the justice seat to 
preside over cases on Fishers Island. 

Four candidates are running to 
fill seats being vacated by Southold 
Town Councilmen Jim Dinizio and 
Bob Ghosio. The Republicans running 


are Anthony Sannino, who owns San- 


nino Vineyard, and Gregory Williams, 
who owns Country Time Cycle. Their 
Democratic opponents are Brian

SHELTER ISLAND TOWN 

Shelter Island has a half dozen races 
on ballots, and three are contested. 

Running unopposed for re-election 
are Democratic Shelter Island Town 
Supervisor Gerard Siller, Assessor 
Patricia Castoldi and Superintendent 
of Highways Brian Sherman, both of 
whom are cross-endorsed. 

Republican Shelter Island Town 
Clerk Dorothy Ogar, who has held the 
post for more than 40 years, is facing 
a challenge from Democrat Kristina 
Martin-Majdisova, who works as a 
clerk for various town departments. 

There are three town board seats on 
ballots this fall, but Republican Am- 
ber Brach-Williams is the only incum- 
bent seeking re-election. She’s facing 
a three-way race between Democrat 
Brett Surerus, a property manager, 
and Republican Margaret Larsen, 
who’s vice president of Shelter Island 
Sand, Gravel, & Contracting, after 
Councilman Albert Dickson declined 
to run for another term. 

Running for the two years left on 
the term of former Councilman Mike 
Bebon, who resigned in June, are 
Democrat Barbara Jean Ianfolla, who 
serves on the town’s board of asses- 
sors, and Republican Marcus Kaasik, 
a town planning board member. 

Election Day falls on November 2 
this year and the early voting period 
runs from October 23-31.

Bridgehampton home with 18th century roots 
hat underwent an impressive renovation in re- 
cent years has a new owner to enjoy the upgrades. 

Real estate transfer records show the home at 25 
Quimby Lane sold for $25 million on August 31, just 
five months after it came on the market. The initial 
asking price was $28.5 million. 

Frank Newbold and Beate V. Moore of Sotheby’s 
International Realty were the listing agents. They did 
not immediately respond to a request for comment. 

The sellers are Brooklyn residents Chris Mitch- 
ell, the former publisher of Vanity’ Fair, and Pilar 
Guzman, former editor in chief of Condé Nast Trav- 
eler and co-founder of social platform The Swell. 
They bought the home in 2019 for $7.1 million, re- 
cords show. 

No word on who the buyer is; the records shield- 
ed their name under a limited liability corporation 
called 25 Quimby Lane. 

Mitchell and Guzman enlisted Sag Harbor-based 


architect Anne Sherry for the extensive renovation . 


and restoration of the house, which was originally 
built in 1700 and was known as the Palmer Cottage. 


In the 19th century, the property was leased to the 
inventor E.E. Quimby, a patent lawyer who sold light- 
ning rods. He eventually bought the surrounding 32 
acres and then built the country lane that bears his 
name and a family compound. The home was rebuilt 
in 1902 in the cottage style and was expanded to in- 
clude a third floor that boasted ocean views. 

The house, which sits on 2.33 acres on the corner of 
Quimby Lane and Ocean Road, about a half-mile to 
the ocean, had been stripped of its historical charac- 
ter by prior owners, the couple told Bloomberg back 
in March. They took inspiration from the original 
exterior, Guzman said. “We added on a wing, and we 
said we want to make it bigger, but make it seem like 
it was expanded ‘organically’ over time.” 

In total, there is 12,000 square feet of living space 
on four floors, including a fully finished lower level. 
There are a total of 10 ensuite bedrooms and 11.5 
bathrooms. The bathrooms are outfitted with Car- 
rara Bianco marble and Lefroy Brooks fittings. 

The renovations incorporated high-quality, custom 
designs. Thirty-foot-long pieces of timber, uncovered 
during the renovation process, had been used as ver- 
tical supports and were repurposed as room ties and 
ceiling details, according to the Bloomberg article.

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Latin Legend José Feliciano Brings 50 Years of 
Hits to WHBPAC

sk anyone to name a Spanish 
hristmas song and the first one 
that comes to mind will undoubtedly 
be “Feliz Navidad” by the great José Fe- 
liciano. And if you're asking one of his 
many devoted fans, they'll be sure to 
tell you that his music career and dis- 
cography are so much deeper than that. 
He'll be showcasing the best of his in- 
credible repertoire at a special concert 
at the Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center on Saturday, October 23 at 
8 p.m. 

Although Feliciano was born blind in 
Puerto Rico in 1945, he quickly proved 
that he wouldn't let anything hold him 
back from greatness. After moving to 
Spanish Harlem at age 5, he taught 
himself how to play the accordion at 
age 7 and guitar at age 9. After gaining 
notoriety in the pub and coffee house 
scenes in the U.S. and Canada, he was 
discovered and signed by RCA Vic- 
tor’s Jack Somer in 1963 and released 
his first single, “Everybody Do the 
Click,” the following year. His next hit 
singles were both Spanish bolero folk 
songs, “Poquita Fe” and “Usted,” which 
helped propel his music into Spanish- 
speaking homes across Latin and North 
America. 


Feliciano’s albums and singles contin- 
ued to perform fairly well leading up to 
the smash hit Feliciano! in 1968, which 
featured a Latin soul-infused cover of 
the Doors song “Light My Fire” that 
reached No.1 in several countries and 
No.3 on U.S. pop charts. That year, he 
won two Grammy Awards for Best New 
Artist of the Year and Best Pop Male 
Performance. 

While recording his debut Christ- 
mas cover album in 1970, RCA Victor 
producer Rick Jarrard suggested the 
unthinkable: Write an original holi- 
day song to include among an album 
of timeless classics. Pulling from his 
memories of Puerto Rico, he wrote “Fe- 
liz Navidad,” hoping it might serve as 
a bridge between cultures. It did more 
than that. The track is now one of the 
25 most played Christmas songs in the 
world and has earned its place in the 
Grammy Hall of Fame. 

He would then go on to receive a star 
on the Hollywood Walk of Fame in 1987 
and a Grammy Legend Award in 2000. 
By 2009, he had won his seventh Gram- 
my for his album Senor Bolero. Most re- 
cently, he debuted Behind This Guitar, 
his 56th studio album to date, last year. 
Now, he looks forward to bringing his 
iconic Latin blues rock sound to West- 
hampton Beach. 


What are you most looking for- 
ward to about your upcoming per- 
formance in Westhampton Beach? 

It’s going to be so good just being 
“back,” singing and playing my guitar — 
what I’ve done all my life — and sharing 
my music while being with people again. 
I’ve missed that so much, I can’t tell you. 

Have you ever performed in or 
visited the Hamptons before? 

Oh, yes! I have friends in the Hamp- 
tons and played there before, as well. 

What songs do you plan to per- 
form for the WHBPAC audience? 

I’m looking forward to getting into 


my “box of goodies” and playing some _ 


of our old favorites, some new favorites 
and maybe something you've not heard 
yet before. I don’t know. It'll just be 
great. 

What kind of experience or feel- 
ing do you hope to give the audi- 
ence? 

Aww man, just that we're back! That 
we've made it — not without trial and 
hardship, because we've all suffered 
greatly over the past year and a half — 
but that ultimately, our hardships will 
never define us. Ever. 

What music or other projects 
have you been working on since 
the release of Behind This Guitar 
in 2020? 

We've been working on a documenta- 
ry of my life story, Behind This Guitar; it 
was to have premiered in March 2020, 
but now I’m waiting to hear the latest 
on that. We also have been working on 
a book of my life (so far!), my wife Susan 
and I, so that’s getting close. We're cel- 
ebrating the 50th anniversary of (the al- 
bum) Feliz Navidad, called FN-50, with 
a children’s book, new single and music

video with 30 artists from around the 
world, including Lin-Manuel Miranda, 
Michael Bolton, Julio Iglesias Jr., Big 


. & Rich and, oh my gosh, so many other 


amazing artists — all such good people. 
Finally, I just released a single from the 
Behind This Guitar, “Deluxe,” which 
will be released in November with our 
duet with Dolly Parton, a song titled 
“Eagle When She Flies” — and touring, 
of course. Who knows what else? . 

Where do you find the inspira- 
tion for new music and has that 
source changed throughout your 
career? : 

Not to give you a short answer, but I 
find my inspiration in everything, every- 
where. . 

How did your upbringing and 
life experiences shape who you 
became as a musical icon? 

Hey, you know, I just always and 
still do, get up every morning, knowing 
God’s in charge and do my best in every- 
thing I try to do — that’s it, really. 

What career accolade or achieve- 
ment are you most proud of? 

Aw, geez, those moments of accolade 
or achievement are all my babies, and I 
love them all equally. I really do. 

What do you find most person- 
ally rewarding about your career? 

I love hearing that I bring joy into 
people’s lives. Seriously, for me, what 
could be better than that? 

Would you like to share any 
closing thoughts? 

I’m glad we're back, and I thank you 
all for being there for me and with me 
along the way.

Hamptons International Film Festival 2021 Diary and Winners

y wife and I went to 

some of the movies 
‘shown at the Hampton In- 
ternational Film Festival 
this past weekend. Many of 
these films were premieres, 
and various directors, actors, crit- 
ics, producers, distributers and agents 
flew in to East Hampton Airport from 
points far away to preview the movies 
and make decisions about those they 
wished to become involved with. As a 


result, there were meetings and par- 


ties all over town. It made for a lively, 
busy Columbus Day weekend here. 

As HIFF Artistic Director David Nu- 
gent told me before the weekend, many 
winners selected each year for the 
last eight years all received Academy 
Awards when the time came. No other 
film festival could make that state- 
ment. If you saw them at our festival, 
you could later marvel at everyone’s 
wisdom at the Awards. 

Could one see all 64 films selected by 
the festival? Yes, but only if you watch 
14 hours every day without a meal, 
sleep or bathroom break for five days. 
Never been done. Go for it! 

Anyway, to hold the film festival this 
year (after cancelling it last year), lots 
of restrictions were in place so people 
would feel safe attending. You had to 
show your vaccination card to get in. 
Masks had to. be worn at all times. No 
drinks or food (not even popcorn) were 
available. And only two local theaters 
had what the festival felt were appro- 
priate air exchanger systems. So, the 
John Drew Theater at Guild Hall in 
East Hampton and the two theaters 
at the new Sag Harbor Cinema were 
the only places where the films were 
shown. 

After studying the elaborate festival 


program ahead of time, we got 

tickets (online reservations) 
to a total of five films. Here 
are our reviews of what we 
saw. 


STORM LAKE 

Both of us loved this movie, 
particularly because my life’s work 

has been Dan’s Papers and here was 

a film, a documentary, about the trou- 


bles that a newspaper in a small town - 


is going through. So far, troubles have 
snuffed out nearly 3,000 local weekly 
newspapers in America. (Though not 
Dan’s Papers. Did you see our 264- 
page weekly paper over Labor Day 
Weekend?) 

The documentary profiles The Storm 
Lake Times, a newspaper that’s served 
the town of Storm Lake, Iowa, for the 
last 60 years. Its editor, Art Cullen, 
won a Pulitzer Prize several years ago 
for writing of a scandal at the town’s 
biggest employer, a Tyson Meat Pack- 
ing plant. But then there’s this: farmers 
forced out of business by Tyson, immi- 
grants in town who don’t speak English 
but work at Tyson, factories closing, 
the rise of Donald Trump’s fibs and 
the social media’s irresistibly delicious 
fake news. The movie is beautifully 
done. You are there. And it seems no 
good will come of this, unless the editor 
and publisher can engage everyone in 
proper small town journalism. That’s 
the plan. 


PASSING 

This was a remake of a film first done 
in the 1930s about two African-Amer- 
ican women who could pass for white 
and the problems that arise when one 
marries a white husband, moves to a 
white neighborhood, then, unhappy 
there, comes back. Done as a period 
film, the styles, cars and clothing are

from that era, but current day dialogue 
in the screenplay seemed out of place. 
I also thought that Rebecca Hall’s di- 
recting was choppy and the acting not 
quite up to par. But others I spoke to 
loved it, including my wife. 


THE WORST PERSON IN 
THE WORLD 

This is a movie we both loved. It’s 
about a young woman living in Oslo, 
Norway, her choice of boyfriends, her - 
inability to decide what she wants to do 
with her life, and how those around her 
have to cope with it. It’s bittersweet and 
compelling in every way. The star, Re- 
nate Reinsve, is an actress who, in my 
opinion, rivals Meryl Streep in talent. 
You'll be seeing more of her, I predict. 
Subtitles. 

‘But take note: even though we ar- 
rived a half hour before the film began, 
we had to stand at the back of a very 
long line outside, so when we got in, we 
had to sit way over in the corner and 
so close that the actors on screen were 
overly tall and thin. Still, as I said, we 
loved it.

STEPHAN BOGARDUS: IRAS BIODYNAMIC SALAD, WEAKFISH _ 
. The Halyard at Sound View in Greenport | 


For 14 years I have been working with a small ibixianenie farm less than a sitihe from the restaurant. 
The land, energy and love in the soil forms nutritious and flavorful vegetables which are unmatched. 
We simply dress the spicy brassica lettuce blend with sherry and shallot vinaigrette, then shave fennel, 
celery and local apples on top of it. So much of what makes the North Fork magical are the relationsnaye 
cultivated between the people and the place. 

The Halyard is known for our technical cooking of the pristine bounty of our local waite Coben: 
we are using a lesser known fish who is a member of the crocker family, weakfish. We slowly steam the — 
filet, skin-on, and serve atop a bed of local onions, stewed beans and spicy mustard greens from a local 
biodynamic farm. The sauce is made from the bones of the fish, fortified with heavy cream and finished — 
with smoked trout caviar and autumn herbs. I love this dish because the balance of flavors along with the

Fleeing gangs in El Salvador

banging on Alejandro’s 

door, bullets were flying 
through the windows, and his 
wife and young daughter were 
screaming. That’s when Ale- 
jandro made the life-of-death 
decision to flee El Salvador and 
go to America. é 

“My father was a member of 
the police force in El Salvador. 
He was one of the good guys and 
had just arrested a major gang 
member,’ Alejandro. remem- 
bers. “Arresting such a gang 
member is a very brave thing to 
do because there will be retali- 
ation.” 

That retaliation was now 
outside Alejandro’s door, threat- 
ening his family — his wife 
Fiona and their baby daughter 
Manuela. 

_ It wasn’t the first time, 
though, that the thugs had come 
for Alejandro. A short while 
earlier, a car pulled up next to 
him, and a group of goons vio- 
lently grabbed him and threw 
him into the vehicle. 

“I was aware they were tak- 
ing me to a very rough area of 
town, and I was dragged into a 
building. They bound me and 
kept on beating me,” he said. 
“There were eight of them. I 
kept denying who I was, but it 
was useless. They knew me and 
that they could get to my father 
through me. Their plan was to 
get my father to come to rescue 
me and then once they caught 
him, they would kill both of 
us.” 

Luckily, the next day, after a 
night of lying on the hard floor 
in a pile of his own blood, the 
gang members’ dispersed, leav- 
ing only one man to guard Ale- 
jandro. : 

“He sat there drinking alco- 
hol and doing drugs. I waited, 
and sure enough he fell asleep. 
I knew I could get the better of 
just one guy even though I was 
now in a lot of physical pain,” 
Alejandro remembers. 

Trained in self-defense, Ale- 
jandro slipped from the robe ty- 
ing his hands and overpowered 


V iolentgangmembers were 


his guard. He fled the house 
barefoot, and boarded a bus to 
the center of town. 

After that horrifying experi- 
ence, Alejandro moved his fam- 
ily to a different part of the city, 
thinking they would lay low, 
and they’d be safe. 

But they were not safe. 

“They said they would kill 
my daughter, rape my wife and 
then take my life. That was com- 
mon for these gangs. They will 
shoot a whole family as a lesson 
to other policemen, to scare the 
officers away from trying toar- 
rest them,” Alejandro remem- 
bers. 

“The gang members were 
around the apartment build- 
ing, and I could even hear them 


on the roof. They were discuss- - 


ing setting fire to the house. I 
called my local police, but they 
were afraid to come,” he says. 

The family had one chance 
to survive, when the gang mem- 
bers left momentarily. Ale- 
jandro and his wife grabbed 
their daughter and everything 
they could carry, and they ran, 
leaving nearly everything they 
owned behind. 

“The next day we managed 
to get our passports in order, 
buy some clothes and essen- 
tials, and by Dec. 5th we were 
on our way to Guatemala. Our 
plan had never been to go to the 
United States,” he recalls. 

They stayed in Guatemala 
for a few months in simple ac- 
commodations, but Alejandro 
had a hard time finding work, 
and the family never put down 
roots. 

Soon, they headed to Mex- 
ico, believing there to be. bet- 
ter opportunities and possibly a 
better life for their daughter. 

“We decided to stay and try 
to work for a while. In Tapa- 
chula my wife Fiona found a job 
helping to sell fried chicken in 
the market, and I worked in a 
garage changing tires in a me- 
chanic’s shop,” he says. 

Alejandro eventually got 
more work, as a security guard, 
and other odd tasks. 


The problems kept arising, 
though, as the area was in- 
creasingly infested with crime, 
human trafficking, and drug 
cartels. 

They decided to head north, 
relying on hitchhiking and the 
kindness of strangers to get 
them there. 

“Eventually we arrived in 
Mexico City, which is in a beau- 
tiful setting on a high plateau 
with mountains as a backdrop. 
We loved the city,’ Alejandro 
recalls. 

They spent some time there, 
but one day, the family was in 
the park for lunch, and they 
came across another couple, 
who engaged them in conversa- 
tion. But Alejandro had a bad 
feeling. 

“The man was glancing in 
another direction, and there I 
could see two other men next to 
a parked car who seemed to be 
watching us. The next minute 
they started to move towards 
us, and they closed in,” he re- 
members. “Within seconds we 
were surrounded. One of the 
men started trying to pull Man- 
uela out of my arms.” 

Alejandro bagan screaming 
for the police, and fighting off 
the men trying to take Manuela 
—and his security background 
came in handy, as the men even- 


tually got spooked, and ran off. 

“We had been so close to los- 
ing our little Manuela,” he re- 
calls. 

“Children are targeted for 
their body parts. It is big busi- 
ness in Mexico,” Alejandro 
says. “She would have been 
dead within days, and her or- 
gans would have been sold in 
Mexico and abroad for those 
who are in need of organ trans- 
plants.” 

That’s when Alejandro 
and his wife decided that they 
needed to go further north, to 
America. 

“We spent three days walk- 
ing through the desert. We 
had brought a bag with water, 
cola, cookies and other snacks, 
and we just kept walking in a 
northerly direction,” he says. 

“Finally, after three days 
our water and supplies were 
almost gone,” Alejandro re- 
members. “I turned on the cell 
phone and found to our great 
surprise that we were not far 
from a road that went to San 
Diego.” 

Yet the road was in the mid- 
dle of nowhere, and they were 
out of supplies and money. 
They weren’t sure they would 
make it if they tried, and 
no one would allow them to 
hitchhike in the disheveled 


state they were in. 
Then, an ICE agent drove 
by in a black SUV. 

. Typically, border-crossers 
will scatter from the agents, 
but Alejandro, fearing for 
his families physical safety, 
jumped up and began to wave: 
he was turning himself in. 

“We were taken to a deten- 
tion center. They split us up, 
and Fiona and Manuela were 
taken to a different area. I was 
put in a small cell,” he says. “It 


|. was freezing cold. I was handed 


a folded square of paper and 
told it was my blanket. I opened 
it up and was surprised to find 
out it was a sheet of aluminium 
foil.” 

But it was all worth it, be- 
cause they eventually got the 
best news they could imagine. 

“We were fortunate because 
we were eventually told that 
we could stay in the United 
States,” Alejandro remembers. 

Relying .on charities, the 
trio eventually went to Los 
Angeles, and later New York, 
where Alejandro’s Aunt al- 
lowed them to stay rent-free 
while they got settled. 

“Fiona found work almost 
immediately as a dishwasher 
and managed to work sixty to 
seventy hours a week,” Ale- 
jandro says. 

They left Manuela with a 
lady in the community who 
watched several kids for $120 
per week, while the parents 
headed out to work. 

Eventually, they saved up 
enough money to rent their 
own place, which was small, 
but it was theirs. And they 
were safe.” 

“From our hometown the 
trip had taken over fivemonths, 
and most of it was pretty stress- 
ful. There was always the dan- 
ger of being robbed, killed or 
caught by immigration on the 
way,” Alejandro says. “If you 
have never had your life threat- 
ened, then it might be difficult 
to understand the lengths to 
which you will go to in order to 
keep your family safe.”

Dear Sienna, 

There are many possible reasons why 
you recently have lost your sex drive.

1. First and foremost, 
each of us needs to be in 
a healthy emotional, psy- 
chological, psychiatric and 
physical state if we plan 
on having a good relation- 
ship, sexual or otherwise, with anyone. 
Issues including depression, anxiety, 
stress, lack of sleep, low self-esteem, 
eating disorders, body dysmorphia, 
hypothyroidism, substance abuse, early 
child sexual abuse, sexual assault and 
religions beliefs all affect sexual desire. 
It’s hard to feel sexy or sexual when we 
are battling depression or other “skel- 
etons” in our closet.

The following are some of 
the more common medi- 
cations that can interfere 
with your enjoyment of 
sex: tricyclic antidepres- 
sants, selective serotonin reuptake in- 
hibitors (SSRI’s), Xanax, Valium, blood 
pressure medications, antiepileptics, 
antihistamines, decongestants, birth 
control pills, diuretics, beta blockers, 


antipsychotic medications and pain and 


cholesterol medications. Many of these 
medications can make it virtually im- 


- possible to be able to experience arousal. 


and achieve orgasm. Speak with your 
doctors about these concerns, since fre- 
quently a change in medication or dose 
~ can make all the dif- 
q ference in the world. 
Be proactive! 

4. Many people 
also experience un- 
wanted sexual side 
effects from alcohol, 
marijuana, cocaine 
and other recre- 
ational drugs.

5. Physical ill-

6. As men and women age, there are 
significant changes in our hormonal 
levels. Estrogen, progesterone and tes- 
tosterone levels drop for women and 
testosterone levels can plummet for 
men.

8. Premature ejaculation. This is a 
fairly easy problem to resolve.

hile engagement rings involve an air of mys-

ENGAGING WITH THE 
ENGAGEMENT RING 

Many women, and even some men, adore flaunt- 
ing their engagement ring long after they walk the 
aisle, which means the first question of wedding 
ring shopping is how should the wedding rings 
play off the style of the engagement ring? Accord- 
ing to Alexa Suess of Common Ground, voted 
Dan’s Best of the Best jewelry store on the North 
Fork, “Wedding rings should complement but 
never overshadow the engagement ring.” How- 
ever, she adds that there is no “right answer” and 
it's more a question of an individual’s taste and 
lifestyle. 

In Eileen Baumeister McIntyre’s experience as 
owner of Dan’s Best of the Best Hamptons jewelry 
store Garden of Silver, her clients don’t like the run- 
of-the-mill sets and prefer something more bespoke. 
“Our aesthetic is handmade and one-of-a-kind, al- 
lowing for us to. create beautiful rings that look 
fabulous together without necessarily looking like a 
perfectly matching set.” 


FOLLOWING THE TRENDS 

While simple gold wedding bands are indeed time- 
less, many spouses-to-be may want something a lit- 
tle more current and trendy, and there are certainly 
a few designs that are gaining traction in the market. 
Suess and Baumeister McIntyre report that colored 
stones are very popular right now, like the unique 
salt and ‘pepper diamond. At Common Ground in 
Greenport, “more playful and more geometric cuts” 
such as hexagonal and kite cuts, are really taking off. 
Over at Garden of Silver in Westhampton Beach, 
yellow gold is back in the spotlight, and the person- 
alization of rings using custom designs and recycled 
family heirlooms never left center stage. 


MINING FOR HIDDEN GEMS 

Whether for wedding or engagement rings, dia- 
monds are everyone’s best friend, but there exists an 
entire world of gemstones beyond the basic. Suess 
is a proponent of “underrated stones” tourmaline, 
topaz and spinel for engagement rings, which can 
be used to create “exceptionally unique” rings. Bau- 
meister McIntyre suggests blue sapphire and em- 
erald and adds that “mixing in white diamonds as 


accent stones elevates the engagement ring design 
beautifully.” 


FINDING INDIVIDUALITY IN A PAIR 
Those who feel their wedding ring should match 
their partner’s needn’t settle for ordering the exact. 
same ring in two different sizes. There are plenty of 
ways to play around with the design to ensure that 
people recognize your other half, as well as your

individuality. Baumeister McIntyre emphasizes 
shared elements: “Maybe the same stones or metal 
color and type, then the design can be tailored to fit 
the specific taste of each individual.” 

Suess recommends going beyond the desired de- 
signs and really thinking about the practicality of 
each. “We have to consider not only how to make 
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them cohesive and beautiful together but also how | 


to make them practical for everyday wear,” she says. 
“A contractor may need a different ring design than 
a graphic designer.” 


SEARCHING FOR PERFECTION 

So you've either picked out your wedding rings at 
a jewelry store or commissioned a custom pair, how 
do you know you’ve found the perfect rings? In the 
case of high-end custom jewelry designers like Bau- 
meister McIntyre, you should already know during 
the design process. “We work so closely throughout 
the entire design process of the wedding rings that 
the couple already knows that they will get EXACT- 
LY what they want,” she says.

or those who know the North 

Fork well, it may come as a shock 
to learn not all East End visitors, or 
even year-round Hamptonites, are 
familiar with the wonderful com- 
munities, people and adventures be- 
tween Riverhead and Orient Point — 
and it’s not just wine country. A drive 
east along New York State Route 25 
will reveal a whole new world of 
agrarian beauty, outdoor adven- 
tures, maritime tradition, boutique 
and mom-and-pop shopping, history 
dating back to 1640, and so much 
more. And yes, of course this region 
is an absolute delight for oenophiles! 
It’s a truly different experience than 
the Hamptons to the south beyond 
Peconic Bay. 

“I think the North Fork is fast be- 
coming the un-Hampton,” Longtime 
Southold Town Supervisor Scott 
Russell told The New York Times, de- 
scribing in 2013 the essence of what 
makes this collection of 18 hamlets 
and one village in Riverhead and 


uide for the North Fork Novice 


Southold towns special. “We don’t 
have the traffic issues, our real estate 
has stayed within a range of reason- 
able standards, the bay and sound 
beaches are pristine, and farm- 
land is still the cornerstone of our 
community.” 

It’s no wonder so many are travel- 


ing north to get a taste of what the 


Hamptons used to be — what at- 
tracted people to the South Fork 
before it became a “playground for 
the rich and famous.” This help- 
ful guide offers a brief overview 
of where to go, what to do, and 
what’s in store for newcomers in 
the East End’s last authentic bucolic 
paradise. 

In total, the North Fork spreads 
out across a 30-mile peninsula be- 
tween the Long Island Sound and 
Peconic Bay in Suffolk County. It’s 
home to more than 30 vineyards, 
numerous working farms that con- 
tinue to thrive, great cultural ven- 
ues, fine dining and museums cel- 
ebrating nearly 400 years of rich 
history. 


GREENPORT 

The North Fork’s only incorporated 
village, this former whaling port and 
ship-building town with a history of 
speakeasies and rum-running holds 
strong to its seafaring heritage with 
several commercial fishing boats still 
operating out of the harbor. But it’s

also grown into a bustling tourist 
destination popular for a wide range 
of unique shopping opportunities in 
the region’s largest downtown, boast- 
ing excellent restaurants, art galleries 
and attractions. Along with its marina 
and fabulous water views, Greenport’s 
Mitchell Park offers open grass for

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picnicking, a century-old antique 
carousel complete with brass ring, a 
classic walk-in camera obscura and 
ice skating in the winter. Other must- 
see Greenport attractions include the 
East End Seaport Museum, the Vil- 
lage Blacksmith, Railroad Museum of 
Long Island, Fireboat Firefighters Mu- 
seum, Greenport Harbor Brewing (in 
a renovated firehouse) and the land- 
mark Claudio’s restaurant, to name a 
few. Take the North Ferry across the 
Peconic River to nearby Shelter Island 
for a fabulous day trip (or keep going 
south to Sag Harbor). And don’t miss 
recurring events like the monthly gal- 
lery walks from June to December, 
the Greenport Maritime Festival in 
September, Shellabration food festival 
in December and the Cherry Blossom 
Festival in May. 


MATTITUCK 
Close to the center of the North 
Fork, Mattituck is well-known for its 


verdant farmland and colonial his- 


tory. Settled in 1662, the community 
- has numerous wineries and tasting 
rooms, seaside fun such as fishing 
and boating, and horseback riding at 
a handful of barns and stables. While 
here, make sure to visit the Love Lane 
Shops, a quaint collection of retail and 
- food establishments with everything 
from old-fashioned sweets to gourmet 
cheeses, flowers, clothing, hardware 
and more. Summers bring the annual 
Mattituck Lions Strawberry Festival, 
Martin Sidor Farm’s thrilling Sun- 
flower Maze (where they also make 
North Fork Potato Chips), street fairs 
and more: For those seeking some- 
thing interesting for the ’gram,.check 
out the local McDonald’s housed in a 
farmhouse-style building that looks 
unlike any of the corporation’s other 
restaurants around the country. And 
film fans should visit Mattituck Cin- 
emas, the North Fork’s largest movie 
theater, showing movies on eight 
screens. 


ORIENT a 

_ The North Fork’s easternmost point, 
Orient is probably best known for be- 
ing a shortcut to New England via the 
Cross Sound Ferry to New London, 
Connecticut. But this small communi- 
ty of about 1,000 residents across 6.1 
square miles is steeped in history and 
natural splendor. The shops and busi- 
nesses are few and far between, ‘such 


as the pre-Revolutionary War Orient” 


Country Store, serving locals and visi- 
tors alike with baked goods, soups, sal- 
ads and sandwiches, and pretty much 
all the bare necessities in a town with 


no supermarket, bank or pharmacy 


(these require a drive to Greenport). 
As owners Miriam Foster and her hus- 


band Grayson Murphy like to say, “If 
we don’t have it, you don’t need it.” 
Other hotspots include The Candy 
Man — a fourth generation family-run 
store with homemade chocolate and 
other sweets — and an array of excel- 
lent local farm stands, the largest be- 
ing Latham’s, selling fresh produce, 
preserves, oysters, flowers and more. 
The Oysterponds Historical Society 
museum takes guests back in time 
at their historic properties — part of 
Orient, including old schoolhouses, a 
church and homes and businesses on 
the National Register of Historic Plac- 
es — along with an always changing 
selection of events and exhibitions. 
Close to the Cross Sound Ferry, Orient 
Beach State Park covers 363 acres and 
has 45,000 feet of gorgeous bay front- 
age with rare plants, wildlife and a red 


_cedar forest, as well as picnic tables, 


pavilions, a playground, nature trails 
for hiking and biking, recreation pro- 
grams and -fishing. The Orient Long 
Beach Bar Lighthouse, or Bug Light, is 
just off the park’s tip, and Plum Island 
— the inaccessible location of the gov- 
ernment’s Animal Disease Center — is 
a short boat ride away across Plum 


_ Gut. 


AQUEBOGUE, JAMESPORT & 
NORTHVILLE 

In the Town of Riverhead but be- 
yond Riverhead (hamlet) itself, this 
trio of communities have quite a few 
lovely spots among them. To the north, 
Hallockville State Park Preserve 
gathers 225 acres of woods and nearly 
a mile of pristine beach on Long Island 
Sound, with hiking and birdwatching 
opportunities. Nearby in Jamesport/ 
Northville, Iron Pier Beach is quiet 
while still having amenities, such as 
restrooms, outdoor showers, a snack 
shack, playground and pavilion. Its 
eponymous “iron pier” at Luce’s Land- 
ing was built in 1900 by farmers who 
sought to transport their produce by 
ship to New England, and it freezes 
beautifully in the winter. On the bay 
side, Jamesport South Beach has 
a gazebo, tennis and basketball courts, 
picnic area, beach volleyball, snack 
shack, restrooms, boat slips and, of 
course, swimming. Meanwhile, Aque- 
bogue is home to an assortment of 
exceptional businesses, such as North 
Fork Chocolate Company, Helen’s 
Flower Farm, Woodside Orchards ci- 
derie and all the local wineries. 


CUTCHOGUE 

Also loaded with wineries, includ- 
ing Hargrave Vineyard — established 
as Long Island’s very first winery in 
1973 — this small community is home 
base to the Long Island Merlot Al- 


‘liance. The Cutchogue-New Suffolk 


NORTH FORK NOW 


Historical Council honors the hamlet’s 
long history at numerous sites, such 
as the Old Cutchogue Burying Ground 
(1717), Old House (1649), Wickham 
Farmhouse (1704), Carriage House 
(1820), Red Barn (1890), Village 
Garage (1926) and Old Schoolhouse 


- (1840) to name just a few. It has ex- 


cellent shopping, art galleries and din- 
ing, and, according to The New York 
Times, Albert Einstein once called 
Cutchogue’s Little Peconic Bay “the 
most beautiful sailing ground I ever 
experienced.” 


NEW SUFFOLK, LAUREL, 


‘EAST MARION, PECONIC, 


SOUTHOLD 


Seaside residential and farming 
communities with standout busi- 
nesses, wineries, dining, antique 
shops and more, each of these hamlets 


has notable venues or an interesting 


claim to fame. New Suffolk’s: two- 
room school house, for example, has 
been recognized as one of the small- 
est school districts in New York State. 
In Peconic, Peconic Dunes County 
Park has great hiking and fishing on 
36 acres of forest, a dazzling water- 
front landscape and the Peconic 4-H 
Camp. 


SPECIAL PLACES 

Lavender By the Bay in East 
Marion is among the most unforget- 
table attractions on the North Fork. 
When the flowers are blooming in 
June and July, visitors will find them- 
selves in a sea of purple made from 
more than 80,000 plants comprising 
20 varieties of lavender across 15 acres 
of farmland. And it’s not just visual 
beauty — the fragrant flowers will look 
amazing in photos, but the extraordi- 
nary aroma is something your Insta- 
gram followers can’t experience. Shop 
all manner of lavender-based goods 
here, such as salt, essential oil, dried 
flowers, sachets and honey from their 
own beehives, among other treasures. 
They also have a farm in Calverton. 

Open in Southold since 1962, the 
Southold Indian Museum has en- 


lightened guests about the local tribes 
who lived in the area long before Eu- . 


ropean settlers made their journey to 
the New World. The museum, under 
the tutelage of the Incorporated Long 
Island Chapter of the New York State 
Archaeological Association, holds 
an important collection of Native 
American artifacts on permanent dis- 
play. View ancient tools, arrowheads, 
adornment objects, the largest collec- 
tion of Algonquin pottery and more 
discovered at local sites. The museum 
conducts research into its artifacts and 
the populations who left them behind, 
and it will eventually serve as a valu-

able archeological research library. 

While in Southold, visit Einstein 
Square, celebrating the theoretical 
physicist’s time on the North Fork, 
which he called his “happiest summer 
ever,” with a bust and wall mural. Also 
in Southold, the Horton Point Light 
rests atop a 60-foot bluff overlooking 
Long Island Sound. Commissioned by 
George Washington in 1790 and built 
in 1857, the actual lighthouse is only 
open for visitors seasonally, but the 
grounds are open year-round. 

This guide will help North Fork 
newbies begin exploring the East 
End’s upper half, but the region is 
changing and growing, and there’s so 
much more to do. Take the time to 
look deeper and see what you find! 


_CLAUDIO’S GREENPORT 
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Greenport Harbor Brewing: Pioneer North Fork Brewery Still Innovating

ollege buddies John Liegey and 

Rich Vandenburgh bonded over 
a mutual love for beer and dreamed 
about opening a brewery someday. 
They also shared a love for the North 
Fork, and after building successful 
careers in advertising and the law, the 
beer bug took over and they decided 
to take the plunge. The partners spent 
a year of weekends and vacations 
renovating the old Star Hose firehouse 
building on Carpenter Street in Green- 
port Village and opened for business in 
July 2009. 

As the first craft brewery in a region 
primarily knewn for its vineyards, 
Greenport Harbor Brewing Co. quickly 
developed a loyal following for its dis- 
tinctive beers. Several of the original 
brews developed by Greenport Har- 
bor’s first head brewer, DJ Swanson, 
continue to be favorites today, includ- 
ing the Leaf Pile Ale fall seasonal, Oth- 
erside IPA and Black Duck Porter. 

With no room to expand at the 
Greenport location, Liegey and Van- 
denburgh searched for a second loca- 


tion that would give them more space 
for production and a larger tasting 
room. “We wanted to be in total con- 
trol of every ounce of beer we brewed,” 
Liegey says. “So we decided not to con- 
tract brew and looked for a space to 
build a larger brewhouse.” They pur- 
chased the former Lucas Ford show- 
room on Main Road in Peconic in 2011 
and after extensive renovations on the 
three-acre property, opened the sec- 
ond location in July 2014. 

The 13,000-square-foot Peconic fa- 
cility houses a 2,000-square-foot tast- 
ing room and restaurant with garage 
door-style windows that open onto a 
large outdoor lawn. The brewhouse 
has a 30-barrel brewing system along 
with bottling and canning lines to sup- 
ply retail distribution across New York 
State and Connecticut. With the origi- 
nal 15-barrel system still at the Green- 
port location, the brewery currently 
produces about 10,000 barrels a year. 

Pat Alfred, who got his start at Bar- 
rier Brewing in Oceanside, took over 
as head brewer at Greenport in 2018 
after Swanson moved on to join Sierra 
Nevada Brewing. In addition to keep- 


ing up with demand for Greenport’s 
mainstay offerings, Alfred has experi- 
mented with barrel-aged beers, sours 
and fruit beers including Tiki Paradise, 
a wheat beer with pifia colada flavors. 

Alfred also launched an innovative 
series of pastry-style beers includ- 
ing Leaf Pile Pie, Gingerbread Cookie 
Pie and Cherry Pastry Stout. Other 
popular special releases include impe- 
rial versions of Black Duck Porter such 
as Double Duck Porter Mexican Hot 
Chocolate with cocoa nibs, coconut, 
vanilla beans and chili peppers. 

Since its founding, Greenport has 
been an active contributor to charities 
helping the North Fork community. At 
the beginning of the pandemic in early 
2020, Vandenburgh helped to form a 
team of local businesses that produced 
over 8,000 plastic face shields for local 
medical facilities and first responders, 
using Greenport’s Peconic facility to 
assemble the face shields. Greenport 
maintains its “Giving Tank” program 
to donate beer to fundraising events 
for local charities and _ children’s 
programs. 

Greenport’s Peconic location regu-

larly has live music and hosts events 
including a recent Oompahfest on 
October 2 to celebrate Oktoberfest 
with a special German menu at the 
restaurant, live Oompah music, a stein 
holding contest and the release of its 
seasonal FestBier. 

Greenport Harbor Brewing Compa- 
ny has two locations, the tasting room 
at 234 Carpenter Street in Greenport 
and the tasting room/restaurant at 
42155 Main Road in Peconic.

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Something to Wine About: 


Macar!i 2020 © 
Horses Rosé

M ost people tend to. think of rosé 
as a spring wine. In fact, the en- 
tire month of May is dedicated to rosé. 
However, Macari produces a rosé that 
truly captures the essence of early fall, 
the 2020 Horses Rosé. This drink isn’t 
the pale, salmon pink, delicately fla- 
vored wine often associated with rosé. 
This wine is quite the opposite. 

Everything about this wine is bold, 
from its dark pink color to its bright, 
exuberant flavor. The palate is lively; 
notes of just-picked berries burst on 
the tongue. Think of picking and eat- 
ing berries fresh from the vine on an 
autumn hike. The wine finishes with 
lighter notes of pepper commonly 
found in cabernet franc. And it’s a 
sparkling wine! 

Horses Rosé is a pétillant naturel, 


or what is also known as a Pét-Nat. In 
this ancient wine producing method, 
the wine is bottled before primary fer- 
mentation is finished, without the ad- 
dition of secondary yeasts or sugars. 
In the traditional méthode champe- 
noise, the style in which Champagne is 
produced, the wine is fully fermented, 
then undergoes a secondary fermenta- 
tion in the bottle. 

Macari’s head winemaker,. Byron 
Elmendorf, says on the production of 
Horses Rosé, “The grapes are 100% 
de-stemmed and left on the ‘skins 
for 24 hours. Then they are gently 
pressed and fermented cold and 
slowly throughout harvest. Finally, 
they are racked and bottled in early 
November to finish fermentation in 
the bottle.” 

Horses Rosé is made from cabernet 
franc, a grape that is widely grown on

Long Island. Many call it Long Island’s 
signature grape. Cabernet franc can be 
rustic, earthy, herbaceous and vegetal. 
Notes can include green pepper and 
basil. It’s an edgy grape often added to 
wines in the Bordeaux region to give 


wines complexity. In Horses Rosé, it is 
the well-received star player. Horses 
Rosé retails for $28 and should be 
served chilled.

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The Fourney from Grapes to Wine: 
‘Tis the Season After All

uality begins in the vineyards, 

and we have some of the best 
here.on the East End. But how do 
those grapes we see on the vine 
transform into the wine we taste in 
the bottle? We asked a local expert. 

“Long Island has unique terroir 
which makes it well suited for grow- 
ing grapes and many other types of 
crops,” says Juan Micieli-Martinez 
winemaker and co-owner of North 
Fork-based Montauk Daisy. Wine. 
“Our sandy loam soils coupled with 
our maritime climate make us one of 
the premier wine regions on the East 
Coast.” 

And for the record, Micieli-Marti- 
nez says that — even though he’s a 
traditionalist — you can’t judge qual- 
ity by a closure. You can find amaz- 
ing wines in each category, ‘so here’s 
to enjoying the final product no mat- 
ter if it comes in a can or with a cork. 

It’s easy to get into the minutia 
when it comes to winemaking, but 
there are some basic principles. 

“In simplistic terms white and rosé 
style wines are made with grapes at 
optimal ripeness,” says Micieli-Mar- 
tinez. “These grapes can be hand or 
machine harvested depending on the 
style of wine to be produced. Quickly

after being harvested, the grapes are 
brought to the winery and put into a 
piece of equipment called a press.” 
In a press, Micieli-Martinez ex- 
plains, pressure is applied to the 
grapes releasing the juice separat- 
ing it from the skins and seeds. This 
juice is then collected and put into 
refrigerated stainless steel tanks. 
“White and rosé, generally speaking, 
are fermented in the absence of skins

and seeds,” he shares. “With time 
and temperature, the juice will settle 
(think orange juice and how the pulp 
will separate from the juice) and 
the clean juice is taken and placed 
in another refrigerated stainless- 
steel tank, while the pulp is filtered 
and returned to the tank with clean 
juice.” — 

Now is when the magic starts to 
occur — when yeast is added to the 
juice. “Yeast will begin to consume 
the sugar and create alcohol, carbon 
dioxide and heat as byproducts,” 
says Micieli-Martinez. “After two 
weeks to one month, the fermenta- 
tion will stop. The wine is now al- 
lowed to age if necessary, and if no 
aging is desired, the wine will then 
be clarified and prepared for bot- 
tling.” 

Red winemaking, he explains, is 
slightly different in that the juice, 
skins and seeds are all fermented 
together. “At the conclusion of fer- 
mentation of red wines, the wine is 
pumped away from the: skins and 
then the fermented skins are placed 
in the press separating the wine from 
the skins and seeds. Depending on 
the style of wine, the red wine may 
be aged in barrel for a few months up 
to two years prior to bottling.” 

Of course, this is just a high-level 
outline and there is a lot of nuance 
along the way that make wines here 
on the East End very special. So, 
cheers to a fruitful year! 
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it

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Why We All Luv Michael: 
Groundbreaking — 
Organizations Prepare 
People with Autism for a 
Life of Independence

VW. the oars are working togeth- 
er in perfect rhythm, the boat 
seems to glide on the surface. In Mi- 
chael Kessaris’ peripheral vision, the 
passing landscape he sees is the only 
indication of how fast the crew pushes 
their boat toward the finish line. There 
is no conscious thought. Instead, the 
mind falls into hypnosis while the 
body independently repeats the me- 
chanics of the perfect stroke. Cross- 
ing the finish line, especially when the 
boat is first, is always a thrill. But the 
actual getting there is where Michael 
finds his nirvana. 

He can also find happiness when 
he is cutting sharp, deliberate lines 
on a double diamond ski slope or in 
the kitchen, where he locks into his 
own groove with every task. He thinks 
about these experiences at night, when 
he is with his roommates in their 
Southampton home. 

He would love to explain this all to 
you, but 24-year-old Kessaris doesn’t 
have that ability because he lives near 
the nonverbal side of the autism spec- 
trum. As a result, his speech is limited 
to primarily single-word answers, and 
often they are out of order. However, 
those who know him understand what 
he is saying, and he expresses his emo- 
tions in the best way he can. 

When Michael’s parents Dr. Lisa 
Liberatore and Dr. Dimitri Kessaris, 
met their second-born son, they did 
not see any troubles. It. wasn’t until 
he was 2 years old that a doctor rec- 
ommended early intervention for Mi- 
chael. He was slow to speak and meet 
other milestones. 

“In reality, the signs were there, and 
we noticed them when Michael was six 
months old,” Lisa says. “But denial is 
an amazing thing.” 

Dimitri and Lisa are well-known 
physicians with thriving practices. Lisa 
is an ear, nose and throat physician 
who has been in private practice for 
more than two decades, and Dimitri 


is a urologist. But no amount of edu- 
cation, training and experience in the 
medical field prepared them for what 
Michael would need in his life. 

“We had no experience in medical 
school with autism or any other intel- 
lectual disability. So other than Rain 
Man, there was just no real exposure,” 
Lisa says. 

As a baby and toddler, Kessaris only 
wanted to be with his mom. He was 
finicky, she explains, didn’t startle 
and only liked certain foods. When he 
reached school age, he began in public 
school, but it was not the place for him, 
Lisa says. So instead, he found what 
was needed. through AHRC New York 
City and attended school in Brookville. 
That is, however, only a tiny part of 
what Kessaris and others facing the 
same challenges will need if they are to 
experience a life of their own. 

“They need a real plan to transition 
to adulthood,” Lisa says. 

It starts with identifying with your 
child. “Don’t try to bring him into your 
world. Instead, look at things frorn his 
perspective so you can understand what 
he likes,” she continues. 

Kessaris grew to love cooking after 
spending time with his mother in the 
kitchen. As his interest grew, Dimitri 
and Lisa saw an opportunity to help their 
son pursue something that could help 
him have a job or even a career. Unfor- 
tunately, culinary schools would not take 
him due to his neurodiversity, so his par- 
ents hired a graduate of the Institute of 
Culinary Education and working chef as 
a private instructor. As she taught Kes- 
saris, she seized upon the strengths he 
possessed. For example, he likes precise 
work: measuring, weighing and mixing. 

So began the journey to establish a 
program that would provide the life skills 
and experience that Kessaris and other 
individuals in his world will need to live 
with as much independence as possible. 
First, finding a name would be easy. 

“Michael loved to make granola, and 
as a way to teach him gratitude, he 
began to give it out to his family and 
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friends, with a card signed “Luv Mi- 
chael,” Lisa explains. 

Luv Michael is a nonprofit organiza- 
tion that produces high-quality, or- 
ganic, gluten-free and nut-free granola 
without all of the harmful chemicals and 
toxic allergens. All proceeds go to pro- 
vide training and sustainable jobs for 
individuals on the autism spectrum. ~ 

“Individuals on the spectrum have 


a challenging time finding work,” Lisa 


says. “They are often hired and fired. 
It was becoming impossible to imagine 
Michael getting and keeping a job.” 

The granola made by Luv Michael 
is available in stores throughout New 
York, Pennsylvania, Vermont and 
Delaware. 

In 2019 , Lisa and Dimitri founded 
US Autism Homes. This public/private 
partnership provides housing choices 
for individuals with autism. The group 
has purchased two homes in South- 
ampton, to assist seven young men, 
one of which is where Michael lives. 
There are caregivers in each to assist 
when needed. Still, there is an empha- 
sis on independence and, most impor- 
tantly, socializing with their friends. 

“It gives parents comfort that their 


child is being cared for and they are 
living a full life,” Lisa says. “We have 
had many backyard barbecues this — 
past summer with Michael’s friends 
and their parents, and it provides a 
new life. One mother told me that, as 
her son was with his friends, that this 


_ was the first time she has felt relaxed 


in 27 years.” 

‘Some additional programs in devel- 
opment could become a landmark in 
the care and education of people with 
neurological variations. Lisa admits 


that much of the efforts are a way to 
_ find some control over a situation that 


is far beyond any medical degree or 
experience she has had in her profes- 
sion as a physician. But the result is a 
better life for Kessaris and other young 
adults with autism. 

“Michael and his friends need accep- 
tance. They don’t need to feel like they 
are broken,” Lisa adds. “They just need 
our help.”
